; T is not a Narrative of the Diſpute Thad with Fobn Chey 
at a Hall in Cheſhire, upon the 23d Day of the 111tt 
Moneth laſt paſt,that in this Treatiſe-I am purpoſed to give; . 
for that would require an impartial Reiteration and faithful Rela- 
tion of all that was ſpoken on both parts, which task I amunwil- 
ling to undertake, 

Forſt, Becauſe I have not John Cheyney's Crutch, which he 
leaned upon at the ſaid Diſpute, I mean his Notes, which he Gif- 
pated by (he may well bear the Repetition of his own Expreſh- 
on, publiſhed to the World in his Sermons of Hypecrifie, p.203, 
and 204. where he ſaith, Sch as do uſe Notes in pablick , it wbut 
& 4 Lawe Man, that makesmſe of 4 Crutch, or as a Weak-ſigbted 
Han of Spetacles: and that he made uſe of his Notes in that pub- 
lick Diſpute, it was evident toſome Hundreds of People) which 
Notes I having not, cannot relate every thing that was ſpoken by 
J: C. inhis afſaying to prove his falſe Charges. 

S ceondly, Bel ce ſomething ofwhat the Lord pave me that day 
to ſpeak,in defence of the Trut h,is not now in myRemembrance,it 
deing ſome Moneths ſince the Diſpute, and I had not Notes todil- 
pute by, like J. C. neither did I put Pen to Papes concerving it, or

premeditate before-hand what to fay; that not being Truth's 
way, nor according to Chriſt's Command, but exprelly consra- 
ry,M&.10.19,20.T ake noT bought how or what ye ſhall ſpeak, far 
3t ſhalt he given youtn that ſaws honr what ye ſhall ſpeak; for #t & nat 
yethat ſpeak, but the FFirit of the Father which ſpeaketh in you: 
Butl vas refignedin the Will of God, andſtood in hus Counſef, 
and it was givenme of Gad (whole Preſence was that day with 
me, whe bleſſed my Undertaking concerning that Difpute, ta 
him aloge be thEPtaiſe) what to Teak in Defence of the Truth 
whereby the Truth was cleared, the People called Luakers and 
their Religion defended from Fobn Cheyney's wicked Charges a= 
gainſt both,and J.C. preved a Lyarand a Deceiver. Something 
of what- was !ſpoken by me, which. had then its Sezvice, is 
not new in my Remembrance ſ@ as to ou a particular Account 
of every word 1 then ſpake. Therefore its not a Nartative of 
the Diſpute I intend, but an Examination of J. C's falſe Relati- 
on given concerning the ſaid D.ſpute, is chiefly hereby intended, 
in order todetett his Lyes, that the Truth may appezr; in which 
Examination Iſhall relate ſomething of what was ſpoken, and for 


clearing things to the Reader, ſhall fusther declare my Senſe, as 


the Lord opens things in me. | 

But before I come to examine J. C's Relation of the Diſpute 
at Arley, I muſt entreat the Reader's Patience (by the way) to 
goalong with me, in the Examination of J. C's Account given 
of a Diſpute at Croton in Cheſhure, between Mr. B. Miniſter of 
Wareham and Roger Haydocka Quaker. 

I think it expedient, for the opening of the Matter, ta give 
the Reader a brief Relation how this Diſpute was occaſgoncd,that 
it may appear, I did not challenge a Diſpute with this Mr. F. 
(as J-C. calls him) whoſe Name is Joby: Berber, a thing I am 
clear of, though of late I have beentwice concerned in Difputg- 
tion (yet as Defendant) thronogh: the daring Challenges the 
Prieſt's have given, amongſt whom this J. C. of all others hath 
exceeded, of which ſomething more hereafter. - 

About the middle ofthe 4th Maneth, 1676. I was in Cheſhire 
at a Meeting of God's People, at a place called Kingſley, where 
there were lamePoople lately. canvinced of the! Truth, ſome gf 
: which

which were Pariſhioners, and hadlately been Hearers of the ſaid 
]. B. Prieſt of Y/archam, to which ſaid Mecting alſo relorted 
ſeveral of the faid Prieft”s Hearers. | 
After the Mecting I went that Evening with ſome Friends to 
Croton, being about a Mile diftant from the Place where the 
Meeting was, where aFriend, late one of J.B's Hearers, did 
acquaint me, that J.B. raged ſore agawmnſt the ers : 1 reply- 
ed to the Friend, It was the manner of ſome Prieſts ſoto do, where 
Truth ſpread, and where ſuch us had been their Followers, were con- 
virced, and turned fromthem. The Friend did further acquaint 
me, that ]. B. railed in his Sermons againſt the Quakers, charging 
them to be led by thi fpirit of Antichriſt ;, and that it was the 
ſpirit of Antichriſt they diretted people to, or words to this purpoſe, 
81:4 that ſome who beard h:m beirg diſſatisfied therewith,did after- 
ward ſpeak of it, and John Barber being [þokento, he hd aſſert it a- 
gain, and challenged to make it out againſt any Quaker that would 
meet hims before a congregation of people. Atter 1 had heard the 
Friend, I ſpoke ſomething ts him, as not to mind what the Prieſt 
fzid; for 1 hoped he, and the reft, who were convinced of the 
Truth, were lati:ficd the Prieft's Charge was Falſe: Hefſaid, 
He was ſatiified;, but ſome, who had heard of the Prieſt”s Challeng, 
were deſirom he ſhould be met: fuxther adding, that if he ſhould 
not be met, he and many others would boaſt, as thourh the Quakers 
durſt not diJute with hiv. 1 would have put the thing till from 
me, it being crols to the inclination of my own mind, and I be- 
ing engaged for ſeveral dayes in Truth's Service, which was the 
Occaſion of my being in Cheſhire at that time (though I wasnor 
altoperher clear concerning it) ſo [left it that evening, not givin 
the Friend further anſwer : next Morning it was upon my rind? 
and the Fricad a2ain{poke of it; fo it reſting pretty much be- 
force me, I bid the Friend write down what he heard the Prieſt 
faid, which he did, and the words were to this cffeft, 7ohn Bar- 
ber ſaith, He hath ſaid it, andwill ſay it again, That the Light 
and Spirit the Quakers are led by, and dirett people to, is the Furit 
of Antichriſt ;, and that if any of the Quakers would meet him, he 
wvould engage to prove it by Diiputation before an Aﬀembly of peo- 
B ple.

Fohn Cheyney gives ſome Relation himſelf of his coming to this 
Diſpute, in pap. 1,2. of his Warning to Souls, how he was in ſz/- 
per:ſewhat to do; hefayes, he: ſyught the Lord——determined togo, 
-Thou7h not. withour fore Donbts,mm his Mind, which gives ground 
- to any wiſe man te believe, hahad not an Ap wer from God, nor 
' a Command to go; for, if: {o, what needed he ts have doubted ? 
But when he comes to the place, he ſayes, He was no wayes enra- 
ged in the Diſpute but came #4 an Hearer;, where at preſent] leave 
him, TE BSE 
.”  Fobn Davis was the firſt of the three Prigſts that I heard ſpeak, 
who effercd to be a Moderator;in the Diſpute betwizt John Bar- 
ber and me : whenhe ceaſed, 1had a few words upon ray mind to 
ſpeak tothe People; when I had {poke them, JD. ſaid, He hath 
Soben'well: afterwards I read J. B's Charge, aſſerted it to be 


Falte, and put him upon the Proof thercpf. ]B 
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]. B. propounded an Argument for Proef, viz. That the Qra- 
kers aſſerted God-/7Man to be 11them;, but failing in Proof, he ar- 
oued again, That the Quakers aſſerted the totum chriftum, or the [1 
Whole Chrift to be in them; and that they denyed the Lord that 

bourht them. | 

I denyed his Propoſition, That the Quakers aſſerted the whole 
Chriſt to he in them, and afſexted his Concluſion to be falſe, ſay- 
ing, The Quakers do net deny the Lord that bought them yet-I | 
ewned that Chriſt wasin us; to which T. B. replyed, Either the 
Whole Chriſt or No Chriſt, ſuch was ]. B's Ignorance. 

I ſhall Kere add fome Scriptures, which agree with my own- | 1 
ing Chriſt to be in-ns, Col, 2. 26,27. Even the Myſtery which 
hath becniid from Apes, and from G :ncrations, but nowis made 
manifeſt to his Saints, to whom God would make known what is 
the Riches of the Glory of this Myſtery amongſt the Gentiles, 
which is, CHRIS! IN YOU, the Hope of: Glory. 2-Cor. 
13.3.Since ye {cek a Proof of CRRIST SPEAKING IN ME, 
which to you-ward is not weak, but is mighty IN YOU. Verl. 
5. Examine your ſelve: whether ye he in the Faith, prove your 
ſelves; know you not your own elves,how that JESUS CHRIST 
IS IN YOU, except ye be Reprobates. Fohn 19.23. 1 IN 
THEM, and thou in me. Jchn14.:0 Art that day ye ſhall 
know, that I am in my Father, and youin me, and I IN YOU. | 
i Pet.r.1:. Scarching what, or wat manner of time the SPl- | 
RIT OF CHRIST WHICH WAS IN THEM did ſgnihie, l 
when it teſtified before hand the Sufferings of Cirmiſt, and the 
Glory that ſhould follow. 

I might add many more Scriptures, but theſe may ſuffice for the 
Reader's information and fatisfa&tion, if unprejugiced. 

To ].B*s aſſertion That either the Whole Chrift or No Chrift was 
in us,] replyed, That the Whole Chriſt or N»Chriſt is inus,i deny, 
for the Heaven, and Heaven of Heavens cannot contain Chrilt 
the Lord; how mueh lefs then ſhould the Whole Chriſt be inus ? 
yet unto us God hath given of his Spirit by Meaſure, and the 
Earneft of his Spirit is in our Hearts, 

Ard is not this according to the Scriptures? Col.1.16. Eph. 3.0. 
Tobn 1. 3: Afl things, both in Heaven and in Earth, viſible and 
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inviſible, were created by Jeſus Chriſt ; for he is Lord of Lords, 
and King of Kings. Rev. 17.14. 19.16. 1 Tim.6.15. Bchold 
the Heaven,and Heaverrof Heavens cannot contain thee. 1 King. 
8. 27. Andis not Chriſt and God one? John 10. 30. & 14.9, 
10, 11. One God and Father of all, who is above all, and through *' 
all, and IN YQU ALL; but unto every oneofus is given Grace, 
according to the MEASURE ofthe gift of Chriſt, Ephe/. 4.6,7, 
Rom. 12.3. 2 Cor. 10.13. The Manifeſtation of the Spirit is gi- 
ven to every manto profit withal, 1 Cor. 13.7. God hath given 
the Earneſt of his Spirit unto us IN our Hearts, 2 Cor. 1. 22. 
and chap. 5. verſ. 5. He that deſcended, is the ſame alſo that 
aſcended up far above all Heavens, that he might fill all things, 
Ephe/. 4. 10.

Now I further add ſome Scriptures, that the Reader may take 
notice thereof, and fee 1.D's Folly: Fohn 3.34. For God pi- 
veth not the Spirit by Meature unto him (viz. Chriſt Jeſus.) 
Col. 1.19. C& 2.9. Inhim it plealed the Father all Falgef. ſhould 
dwell: But unto every one of us is g:ven Grace, accoring to 
the MEASURE of the gift of Chrift. --* 4.7. 2 Cor. 10. 
13. Hereby know we that we dwell IN HIM, andhe IN US, 
becauſe he hath given us of his SPIRIT. 1 Fohn 4.13. And ofhis 
FULNESS have we all reccived. 70h 1. 16, [| Mark] Of 
Chriſt's Fulncſi have we all receive7, of his Spirit he hath given 
us, and Grace according to tie meaſure of the vitt of Chriſt. 
Obſerve, Wa have received but weaſbrably of Chriſt's fulnef, 
of his {pirir, according to the good pleaſure of Gad the giver; 
ſome of us more, other ſome lels, yet of the ſame Fulnel(s, of 
the ſame Spirit; and though given to us meafurably,it is the ſame 
with the Fulneſs, it is ofthe Spirit; and whether a la:ger or leſſer 
Meaſure or Mnifeſtation of the Fulnefs of the Spirit, be by one 
or another of us received, yet ſtill it remains undivided from the 
Fulneſs, from the Spirit, which is indiviſible : Neither is the 
Meaſure, Manifeſtation or Gift of the Spirit of God, the Fuels, 
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diſſeQed or parted from the Fulneſs, but is really of the Fulneſs, 
one in us all; proccedin2 from the Fulnefs, one through all and 
over all, abiding in the Fulnefs, and fo of the Godhead, which 
cannet be divided into Particles, nor cut into ſhreds or pieces; 
for, toaſſert, were Blafphemy, which aſſertion our Adverſaries. 
have unjuſtly Iaboured to force upon us, being blinded through 
Envy,and altogether ignorant of the glorious Myſtery,CHRIST | 
IN MAN the Hope of Glory; but they have all come ſhort, 
and we areclear from any ſuch aſſertion; aud further hold forth, 
that God is an infinite Spirit, Omni-preſent, an immerſe God, | 
immeſurate, yet meafurably doth he manife{t himſelf unto us, 
and gives us topartake of the divine Nature, 2 Pet. 1.4. And | 
fo we arc in Chriſt, and Chriſt dwells in us, and walks in us, ac- | 
cording to the Mzalnre of his gift given us of his Spirit; and we 
daily grow up in Grace, from ſtature to ſtature, from one degree 
of Holineſs to another, a Habjitation for God and Chriſt through 
the Spirit: And is not this according to the Scriptures? And is 
not F. D's Folly; as well as 7. Z's Ignorance diſcovered ? let 
the Reader judge. 

Then ſpoke Fohn Cheyney, and ſaid, Every man is ſo far enlight- : 
ned with the light and fpirit of Chraſt, as that he ts left withoxt ex- 
cuſe: This was J. C's grant; which Light aad Spirit of Chriſt 
the Queer: are led by, and. dire& people to. This grant, os 
rather aſſestion of I1.C. overthrew I.B. and cleared the Qua- l 
kers of his falſe Charge, as was noted to the people, it being ac- 
cording to the Doctrine the Quakers preach; that Chriſt, the 
true Light, lighteth every man that cometh into the World, 
Tohn 1.9. - Whatfaid I, C? Every man « ſs far enlightned with the 
light and ffirit of C briſt, as that he « left without excuſe. In 
this I. C. faid what is true. But hath not 1. C. by aſſerting every 
manto be enlightned with the Light and Spirit of Chriſt, done 
more againſt 1. B. (I ſuppoſe without his Leave; for this was be- 
fore he ſaith he gave kim Leave to propound an Argument ) then 
by the Argument he propounded he was able to dv for him,] leave 
it to the impartial Reader to judge; only adding for his informa- 
tion,that it is the Light and Spirit wherewithChriſtlighteth every 
manthat cometh inte the WIog which the Quakers direft _ 
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ple to: this is evident by their Books and DoQrine. 7. B. afſert- 
ed this Light and Spirit to be the ſpirit of Agtichrift : J.C. affir- 
med it to be the Laght and Spirit of Chriſt, ſaying, Every man xs 
ſo far enlightned with the Light and Spirit of Chriſt, as that he is 
left without Excuſe. But J. B. in the cloſure of this Aſertion 
of J.C's, excepted againſt Heathen: being ſo enlightned. So theſe 
three Priefts, all Eps/copal Prieſts, differed in Principles amongſt 
themſelves: J.D. denycd the Spirit to be given by Meaſure : 
]. C. afſerted, every man was calightned with the Light and Spi- 
Tit of Chriſt: and J. B. denyed Hcathens, who are men, to be 
ſo enlightned. Again, J.D. denyed the Light of Chriſt to bs 
ſaving, but 1. C. and I. B. acknowledged the Light of Chrift 
to be ſaving. Theſe Contradictions of the Priefts were noted 
down, and {o kept ſince the Diſpute; and upon theſe Points at the 
D-fpute I told them, they were like the Scribes, Phariſees and 
Saduces, who differed among themſelves, yet joyned together 
againſt Chriſt; andſo they joyned together againſt us, yet diffe- 
red among themſelves; therefore faid I, Go, and be reconciled 
amongft your ſelves; ts which IL D, replyed, Reflett not; I 
anſwered, What Iſaid is true. | 
The Reaſon whichinduced me to give this ſhort yet true Rela- 
tion, is to inform the Reader what Argumeors I.C. faith we were 
canvaſſing about the Light within, in which he ſaith, Afany Qua- 
kers iFoke beſide R. H. and would make his Reader belicye on the 
other ſide, none {poke but I.B. until I.B. gave him leave to 
ſpeak; whenas in the canvaſſing of this Argument there werel B. 
I.D. and I.C. beſides what was ſpoken by the Standers by on their 
part, as well as that there were lome others beſides R. H. who 
ſpoke on our part. | 
To give a Relation of much of what was ſpoken either by one 
or other, cn either ſide, is not my purpoſe z, but ſince Fohs Chey- 
ney, over the Heads of John Barber and John Davis, ſeems ts 
afume a glory of Conqueſt to himſelf concerning that Diſpute, 
and ou be ſome-body of himfelf, therefore he never mentions 
Fobn Davis, and only makes mention of Mr. B, as he ftiles him, 
that he may ſhortly tcll his Reader what he hath done, therefore 
I thought mect to hint a little ef what cach of the three afore- 
| mentioned 
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mentioned Pricſts, as well I. C. as the other two ſaid, that the 
Reader may not only heas they ſpoke, burſec ſomething of what 
was ſpoken by every one of them (and I thoughtit moſt ſafe to 
publiſh what was noted down, ard kept ſince the Diſpute) in 
which I have been as ſhort as I well could; and that the Reader 
may allo perceive tte diſingenuity ef 1. C. who would have his 
Reader to believe, that many Zzakers ſpoke beſides R. F. and 
yet on the other ſide, none ſpoke but 7. P. and that until 7. B. 
gave him leave to mannage an Argument he was ſilent, which was 
utterly falle. 


Now I ſhall examine 7. C's Account of this Diſpute, which is as 
followeth.. 

That I. B. grving him leave to mannage an Argument, for proof 
that the fpurit by which the Quakers are ated, t not the Spirit of 
God ;, that lying upon 1.B. toprove. ; 

Feplys John Cheyney hath clipped the Charge; the Charge was 
(and that which lay upon I. B: toprove) That the Light and Sps- 
rit the Quakers are led by, and dirett people to, us the [fern of Anti- 
chbrift: This bcing the Charge, it appears by John Cheyney's ac- 
count, that 7ohn Barber had not proved his Charge, but it lay up- 
onhim toprove; inthis Fobn Cheyrey's Account is true, that John 
Zerber's Charge lay upon him to Prove: The Wrong 1. C. hath 
done us in this, is clipping the Charge. But to bring them more 
near together, the Qxakers are led by the ſame Spirit by which 
they areacted; and to the ſame Spirit, by which they are led, 
they dixe people: This then fayes I.C. as ſtating 1.B's Charge, 
The Quakers arenotatted by the Spirit of God; then not led by 
the Spirit of God, thendire& not people to the Spirit of God ; 
therefore that the Spirit the Quakers are ated by, led by, and 
dire& people to, thenis the fpirit of Antichriſt: this then lay uvp- 
on I. B, to prove, viz. his Charge; and having ſtated it upon 
I. B. at the latter-end of the ſaid Diſpute, andſigcelaid it in wri- 
ting before him, that his Charge wes falſe, and in a few Lines 
cleared the People called Qrakers of it, 1 ſhall at preſent acquieſce 
in /.C's grant, that it lay upon /. B. to prove, and ſhall now exa- 
mine what he hath done in proof thereof, a 
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T.C. tells bis Reader, He propounded av Argumentis That the 
Quakers deny the faithful Miniſters of Feſus Chriſt, and his haly 
Grdinences and fo are net ated by the ffirit of God. 

Anſw. lfpropounding ofan Argument were proof that the Ar 
gument propounded were true, then ]. C. hath done ſomething, 
an telling his Reader, he propounded an argument to prove the 
Quakers arenot acted by the Spirit of God. But if propounling 
of anargument benot proof, as ſure it is not, that the argument 
propounded istrue, then I. C. hath done nothing as to proof, in 
telling his Reader he propounded an Argument to prove the 
Quakers arenot ied by the Spirit of God fo his Argument 
ends in nothing. | 

But I.E. tells his Reader, He proved the Miniſters whom the 
—_ do utterly condemn, and ſeparate from, te be Chriſt"s faith- 
ful Minifters, by this Argument; They teach ſound Doftrine, lead 
godly Lives, are ducly called ro the Miniſtry, have their Call and 
Commiſſion from Chriſt, and he ſeals and confirms their Adiniſtry 
with the Converſion of ſouls; ani if his Reader will but take his 
word fos it, he fayes, he made evident all theſe Particulars, and 
Foek off all their Cavils and Exceptions: and yet farther, if his 
word may but find credit with his Reader, he ſaith, i chejudgment 
of allequal Hearers and fanders by, the Quakers were clearly over- 
thrown. 

Anſw. If ].C's telling his Reader, be proof that thoſ: Mi- 
niſters the Quakers ſeparate from, are Chriſt's faithful Miniſt-rs 
orif his.ſaying he made evident all thoſe Particulars, which was 
hisargument; that They reach ſound Dottrine, lead godly Lives, 
were duly called to the Miniſtry, had thetr Call and Commi/:on from 
Chrift;, an1 that, he ſeals their Miniſtry with the Converſation of 
Souls, were full proof, or any proof at all again the Quakers, 
thenin the judgement of T-C.kis Reader might acquieſce, that 
the —— were overthrown: Butif J. C's telling his Reader he 
proved, and faying, he made al thoſe particulars evident, not ſhew- 
ing in the leaſt wherein, be neither full proof, nor any proof at all, 
a ſureit isnot ; then inthe Eye of any Impartial Reader, the 
Quakers cannot be overthrown. 


This, Reader, is the Subſtance F. C. hath done, to prove ns 
ay 
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lay upon I.B. to prove ;, Firſt, He propounded 41 Argnment : Sc- 
condly, he ſaith, He proved it, if thou wilt take his word : 
Thisdly, he faith, He made evident all thoſe Particulars ; but 
what wiſe man will believe him? Laftly, he faith, The Quakers 
were everthrown,f thou canſt credit him ; but whether thou cant 
or no, this is all the proof thou muſt have; forhe quickly tells 
thee, He will forbear to make further meution of this Diſpute. 
Well, What I. C. contcfſed lay upon Tohn Barber to prove, 
lies ſtill upon /. B. to prove, for all that 7.C. hath either aid or 
done; and not only upon I. B. but upon I. C. alſo; who, by 
thinking to take the Thorn out of I.B's Heel, hath ſtruck one full 
as deep into his own. His propounded Argument ſignifies no- 
thing, but to diſcover his Folly; his ſaying, he proved it,.is a 
meerſay-{o, and no more; for he proved no more then I. B. pro- 
ved, and that was juſt nothing at all. With Converſion of Souls,of 
which I, C. boaſts ſo much, it was not confirmed thatday, that 
I. C.was Vitor, and the © uakers Overthrown; but onthe con- 
trary, Truth that day gaining, and the Prieſts looſing, and that 
none of the meaneſt or weakeſt of their Hearevs, in the account 
of ſome of them, in whom God's Witneſs being reached that 
day, fince ſeparated from them, and joyned to the Quakers, 
through believing in the Light, wherein Fellowſhip with God is, 
and with the Brethren alſo.

Thele, Reader, are ſomeof his daring Challenges; I ſhall not 
trouble thee with myAnſwers thereunto; my intent chiefly being 
to give thee to underſtand, that J.C. [and net R.H.7 chal- 
lenged the Diſpute; and who reads this, that heard J. C. that 
day affixm, he did net challenge the Diipute: but R.H. if not 
byaſſed in judgment, can do no lefs then conclude, that one of 
the firſt things ].C. inſiſted upon was a Lye, viz.

/ J.C. here G. F. ſpeaks of the Soul of Man in ſeveral ates 
and conditions; fir, in Death, and Tranſgreſſion. It is very 
certain that G. F. doth not believe, that God ever was or can be 
in Tranſpreſon;, and therefore it is certain, that when he {peaks 
ofthe Souls being in Tranſgreiſion, that therefore he doth not 
mean or intend, that God's Efſence or Being, in any meaſure or 
part is in Tranſgreſhon, or ever can he ſo. 

Again, He peaks of the /iving of the ſou!, and the ſpirit ſau- 
fifed, and faith, that ds.5ent bearkning 5r come to, where the 
Cornſe! of God 55 ſtoodin, bs Voite heard, bis Hard felt ; that 
the Soul comes vp into, where the Soul lives; note J. C. here 
he ſpeaks ot the Souls living, and of its HEARKNING: it is evi- 
dent here, that -F. doth not mean, iatend, or believe, that 
God ſhould tearken to himſelf, or that by not heag'nins to him- 
(If, that he ſhoul! come int» Tranſgrefſion and Death; or that 
by hearkning he ſhould be redeemed or fant ficd; for G. F. be- 
lieves, that God i. unchangeably Holy, without any Variation or 
Murtability. 

Again, G. F. ſpeaks of receiving God Counſel, and ſtanding 
init, by which the Soul comes to live. Now it is c etain, that 
G. F. helievesnot, that God could pcſhtly eo or aft againſt his 
own Counſcl, and ſo come into Tranſgrefſhon ani D:a'h; bur 
it is clear, that +. F. believes, that when Gods Ceunſel is nor 
ſtood in by man, who was made a living Soul, that then he

Came out from God ws the ' anſe that 4 AN became alive, A 
LIVING S9UL. Uponthe afore-cited words in Geneſis, G FE. 
pag. 68. querieth of the Prieſts thus, And is not this of God ? 
Hnd God, who hath all ſouls in his hand; here, and ia this latter 
ſenſe it doth appear, that G. F. takes that word ſoul for life, or 
that Breath by which man lived, or was made aliving Soul; and 
this Breath of Life by which man lived,or became aliving Soul, 1$ 
OF GOD, thus G.F. and the Quakers believe; and alſo that 
this Breath or Life cannot tranfsrefs, or be in Tranfgrefſion, 
though the Motions of it IN THE SOUL MAY be quenched, 
and it grieved; for ſo it is when Mun heazxens unto, and takes 
COUNSEL at the ſerpent, who firſt drew man froin Gods 
COUNSEL ; and thus, as it iswritten, God ss grieved with the 
Wicked everyday. His diſpleaſure or grief is, becauſe he would;

Was ever any pretended Goſfpel-Miniſter more void of 
ſhame thenis this I. C. to publiſh ſuch Lyes to the World ? what 
more falſc then to aſſert, we make the Scriptures void ? and what 
leſs true then tolay, he proved it? O wicked maa of ——_ - 
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the one, and (hamelefs impurdlent Lyas in the other: 1do believe 
1 might have the Teſtimonies of ſome hundreds of people (who 
were Auditorsat the laid Diſpute) that .F. C's Relation is falſe, 
if 1 needed thereunto : but it may be he thinks the Title 
ef a Miniſter of Chrift, will give him Crecit , where his Lyes

C. to be a Lyer, and of- 
tered to prove it to his Face, and ſaid, He was No + nak:r: But 
when F.C. had produced the Baprsſts Book, which he would 
have male the peeple to have believed was one of our Books, out 
vf which he brought a Quotation I asked to ſee the Book; he 
reiuſed; I preſſed again to ſee it, not ſo much queſtioning the 
Book, as t' at he had wronge] the words in reading them ; he a-

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Mes Rule, who were Apoſtles before their Epiſtles were written; 
the Rule of all the holy men of God ſince the Apoſtles dayes; for 
there is no holy man of- God without God*s ſpirit : He that hath 
not the ſpirit of Chriſt is none ef his: Rom, 8. 9. He that hath the 
ſpirit, «to walkinit, Gal. 5.16, 25, Hethat walks in the Spi- 
rit, itis his Rule, he asketh Countel of God, as by Urim an1 
Toumrin, hath an anfwer from Ged, takes Couaſel of Gee, and 
is covered with a Covering of God's Spirit; fuch have comfort in 
reading the ſcriptures, being come inmeaſure to the fulfilling of 
them, in meature witneſſing what their elder Brethren the Pro- 
phets and Apoſt!es declared of their Experiences, as they did tread 
in their Foot-ſteps ; for One is the Way for the Rightcous 
throuzh all ages, Chriſt, the Way, the Truth andre Life, Joh. 
14.6. 10 tran comes tothe Father but by him: Inthe ſame Way 
and by the ſame Rule, vsz. the Spirit, in ani by which tney 
walked, who had not the' ſcriptures, walked they who gave 
forth the /criptares;, not only betore they gave fortn the Scrip- 
tures, but afterwards inthe ſame way, and by the ſame Rule have 
they walked, do, and ſhall they walk, who have come, do or 
ſhall come to live the Life the /criprures declare of; and nat one 
of theſe, who lives the Life the ſcriptures teſtifie of, make the

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Rep. Now if this Tale be true, that hiſtorical Faith and ſaving 
Faith are not two Faiths, nor oppoſite, but one Faith z and that 
upon this point, down muſt go the whole Body of £ nakeri/m ;

Works 5: dead, Jam. 2.19, 20. Whatfaith I.C? hifterical faith 
and ſaving faith are not two faiths, nor oppoſite, but one faith : 
what is this but toſay, the Faith of vain and wicked men, ang the 
Belicefof Devils, and the Faith of God's Ele&, are not oppoſite, 
not two faiths, but one Faith? J. C's aſſertion plainly holds forth 
this Doctrine, that there is no difference nor oppoſition between 
hiſtorical Faith and ſaving Faith; Faith without Works,and Faith 
which hath Works; dead Faith, and living Faith; the Faith of 
Wicked Men, and the Faith of God's Elect. 

I will notfay F.C. is aRanter in Pradtice: but let the Rea- 
* der judge whether 7. C. be not a Ranter in Principle: For F.C. 
cannot deny but that Devils and wicked men believe there is a 
God, owe he the Faith of Devils and wicked men is not ſaving;

FY Cheyney, in thy 8th and gth page of thy Prewonstien to 
thy Sermons of Hypecrs/is, thou chargeſt the People called 
Quakers, That they lows their Books and Writings to be of Equal 
Authority with the Scriptures or Bible, 
Anſs. We truly and dearly own the Scriptures,. or Book 
called the Bible ; but the words contained in that Book. are not all 
of equal authority one with another. See thy own Teftimo-., 


ny concerning the Scriptures 0x Bible, which is as followeth, The 


Scroptures ars not God, Chrift nor the Spirit, but Laws and De» 
Grines, Hiſtories and Reports givenby the Inſpiration of God. 

I ſay, the words which God ſpake unto man, faying, Thos 
ſhalt lovathe Lord thy Ged with allthy Heart, apd thy Neighbour 
as thy ſelf, WERE and ARE of non 'p de rt then thoſe 
words which as Hiſtory or Relationdeclare of the Wars and Bat- 
tels of the Few?, and other ſuch Hiſtgrical Matters,and of greater 
authority to and amongſt Chriſtians, then thoſe words that rela- 
ted ta Circumciſion, ths Blood of Bulls, Goats, and Ramgind 
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the Aſhes of an Heifer, &c. theſe being Shadows, and to paſs 
away. 

Aldthe words of Chriſt, who ſaid to his Diſciples, I a» the 
Vine, ye are the Branches, aithe Branches cannot bring forth Fruit 
except they abide inthe Vine, no more can ye, except ye abide in me: 
An Without me ye can do nothing —/My Fleſh is Meat indeed, and 
my Blood ts Drinkindeed—Except ye vat the Fleſh of the Son of Man, 
and drink his Blood, ye have no Life in you. 

Theſe words are of greater authority then the Relations or 
Hiſtories of the Apoſtles outward Travail by Sea or Land; and 
they are of greater authority then thoſe words that ſpeak of Pauls 
Cloak, that he left at Tro.0, mentioned in 2 Tiw.4.1 3.and all other 
ſuch Hiſtorical Matters. 

The People called Quakers Co prefer and eſteem the Book cal- 
led the Bible or holy Scriptures above any outward Writing or 
Book extant upon the Earth, becauſe of the Verity and Plen- 
ty of deep heavenly Sayings, uttered by God unto 4fo/es and 
the Prephets, through the ſeveral Jges of the World, and par- 
ticularly and eminently through the heavenly Man, Chriſt Jeſus. 
who was anointed with the Oyl of Gladneſs above his Fellows, 
and filled with the Spirit without meaſuxe. Neverthel:fs, we do 
affirm, that the Spirit of God in this age, hath moved feveral 
of us to write Books, which have been inftrumental in his Hand 
for Good unto many, with reſpeG to their immortal Souls, God 
the Holy One changeth not, neither is he to be limited ; and all 
our Books and Writings are not of equal authority one with a- 
nother; ſome treat of our inwazd Expericuce of the Work of 
God, in which are contained words which do dire&t Man and 
Woman to the Manifeſtation of the Spizit of God, which is gi- 
ven them to profit withalz to the Grace of God, whick brings 
Salvation; to the Light, wherewith Chriſt lighteth every one 
that comes into. the World. Someothers of our Books do treat 
of our Suffcrings, and outward Exerciſes, &c. which though all 
of them bc true, yet. ſome. are. of greater weight then others. 
And Deftrution comes upon People becauſe they do nat believe 
inand obey the Light, Graceand Spirit of God, which he hath 
giventhem, to lead them out of Sin, into all Truth. Thoſe 

who 
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whoread our Writings without Prejudice, may receive Good 
thereby, as by Inſtruments whic?, God mates uſe of; and ſuch 
whodo fo, t:cy will return the Glory to God, aswe do : And 
thole who read our Books in Envy and Malice, the Murdering 
S>isit blinds their Miads, an1 God doth condemn fuch. 


And for ].C's ſaying, He prov:d by Arguments the Scriptures 
rightly tobecalled bythis Title, The Word of God: Here the 
Reader. hath no more hut hisfay fo, whict I deny to he any proof 
atall, neither did he prove it, but in this alſo is a Lyar. And 
]. C. faith, The Quakers acknowledge the 'Scriptures to be tie 
m_ of God, bytherr own Confeſſion, every Scripture Word is ods 
IVord. 

Rep. This is a dark Confequence J C. hath crawn, though 
we own God's Word: in the Scriptures to be his Words; yet 
this Coth not follow, that we own every word in the Scripture 
to be Gods Word.

J. C. further ſaith, R. HL #7 the Deſpnte denyed all Scripture 
ro be given by Inſpiration of Cod ;, and would readthe words 2 Tim.

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in his Reputation amongſt good men. R. H. acknowledged, 
and doth acknowledge, all Scripture given by Infpiration of God 
to be profitable, &c, But J. C. is aogry with him becauſe he 
will not ſay, all Scripture i; given. by Inſpiration of God, 
thouzh he grants the word (s) not to be exprefled in the: ori- 
inal Text; therefore R. H's Reading 15 true. 

And that all Scripture, which-is as much as to ſay aÞ writing 
is [iven by irfpiraticn of God ; I think J. C. hinfelf, if conſide- 
rate, will not aſſert ;, for all Writing contains or comprehends 
every writing that is written, not only ia the Scriptures of Truth, 
the Books of the Prophets, Evangeliſts, the Epiſties of the Apo- 
Ales, and other Writings of Truth extant, but all other Wr1- 
ings extant of what matter or ſubject ſoever they teat. If F. 
Cheywey grants this, that all writing, wiz. all Books, of what 
ature or kind ſoever, that are written, printed and publiſhed to 
the World, are not given by Inſpiration of God, as fure he will; 
then he prants, all Scripture is not given by Infpiration of 
God; for, all Scripture comprehends all Writing ; and all 
Writing includes all Books, that arc written; and all Booksthat 
are written, are not profitable to the Man of God for Dodtrine, 
%c. thenhe muſt needs grant the Apoftle's Meaning was accor- 
Ging to the original Text, with which the old Engl; Bibles a- 
orce (to wie) All Scripture given by Inſpiration of God is 
profitable, ce. This ſenſe the oxiginal Text will bear, without 
any wrong to the Truth or the Apoſtle, who ſpoke it forth : to 
this the Apoſtle Pexer alludes, 2 Per.1. 20, 21. No Propheſis of 
the Sermture « of any 012 FG (Mark) for the Pre- 
pheſie came not in; vid time by the will of man, but __ men of God 
[pake a5 they were meved by the boly Gboſt. The Apoſtle here ſpeaks 
of the Propheſiesof the Scripture, what was ſpoken in the Mos 
tion of the holy Ghoft : now that all that was ſpoken and is written 
in the Bible, was ſpoken in the Mction of the holy Ghoſt (there 
being much fpoken by wicked men, in the Bible, which was my 
aſſertion) ]. C. doth not affirm. But J. C. will have it, That 
every werd inthe whole Bible, was gives by the Inſpiration of Cod 
to the holy Pen-men, who were inſpered ro write them.

Expreſſions, he grants I affirm- 
ed, all muſt walk accordinz to the Laws and DoQtrines in the 
ſcriptures; for the Spirit, which he grants I affirmed all muſt 
walk in, after and according to, (viz. the ſpirit of Truth) com- 
mands and leads to keep thoſe DoArines, avd obſerve thoſe Laws 
and Precepr- in ſcriprare, which concern a Holy Life. This is ſo 
evident a Truth, that whoſoever hath an Eye to ſee with, may 
run and read.

].C. pag. 16. faith, Avro watrers of prattice, he did before «ll 
the Aﬀercbly charge and prove them to be ſuch as Paul deſcribes, 
Rom, 16,17,18. Men that ſerre rot our Lord Feſwa Chriſt, but 
their own Belly,and bygood words and fair ſpeeches deceive the hearts 
of the ſomple. 

Rez. That J. C. did charge the Luckers to he ſuct as Paul de- 
Grides, & 6. I grant, it being theſecond of the ſeven — 
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(in hisſfore-cited paper of Chatee) that was diſputed upon that 
day; but that-F.C. proved the Quakers to be ſuch, I deny; 
and at the diſpute did ſufficiently clear the People called Qnakers 
from that wickedSlander and impious Charge, wherewith J. C.

But ].C. relates the Argument whereby he proved” ( as he

Thom haſt now put a Weapon into myhand 
I never thought of;, with theſe and the like Expreſſions irxing 
up ſome pople.to Laughter, and putting, thetn into an ExpeQa- 
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tion, he would do ſome great Matter ; but alas ! their fooliſh 
Vain Hopes, with his fond Conceit, were both fruſtrated; for 
when he had room to ſpeak, he acted but like a Fool with his 
woeden Sword, made a Vapour, but effected nothing fave. Shame 
to himſelf. | A; ; 

Now, as to his challenging me, to give any one Reaſon for eur 
Apeftacy;, Ianfwer : No wile man can expect that I ſhould give 
any one Reaſon for our apeſtacy, who arc not apoſtatized, but 
have the Evidence of God's ſpsrir, that we have the Fait: delivered 
unto us, that was dclivered unto the Saints ,, for that were to give 
a Reaſon for our being what weare not: Nay, I am per{waced 
none but a.Novice or a Fool wou!d require it. But this isnot the 
firſt Diftraftion, befides his being d:ſtratted in Prayer, 7. C. hath 
xun into. 

7.C. faith, R.H. couldgive no Reaſon at all, nor had a»'y mind

Rep. That the Quakers Religion, Miniſtry, Worſhip and 
Church, are oppoſite to F. C's Religion, Miniftry, Worſhip 
and Church 1. C. hath affcrted; and- if he do believe it, what 
needs furthex Proof: but weuld not F.C. have been ſhifting 
from the Charge, and broaching new Matter ? he would fome- 
time have been begging the Queſtion, to have wreſteſt me from 
the Charge, but keeping him to the Point, not giving him leave 
to catechiſe me, having put kim upon the Proof of his Charge, I 
kepthim toit, not firing him to ſtart new arguments to lead 
from it, he failed in proof, anc came off with Infamy.

That the Quakers were Belly-gods, Ce. an] it being gain- 
ſaid and anſwered already, I ſhall paſs it by; only note to the 
Realer that 1.C. faid at Croton, Tou own'd the Dottrine which . 
WA according te the Ten Commandmerts, Lords Prayer 4nd Creed : 
To whichI replyed, The Lottrine of the Commandments, which 
1, to love Ged withallthe Heart, with all the Soul, Might and 
Strength, gowned bym ; and the DoFrine of the Lords Praver, 
woich &, thatthe Will of Ged may be done 11: Earth a«« it 15 1n Hea- 
ven, we alſoown:; but that you, who preach this for Dottrine, live 
np toir, wedeny, ard therefore are turned frew you: and astothe 
Creed, we belitue in God and in Chrifft. To this J, C. replyed 
not. , | | 

[ ſuppoſe, that in all his Notes he had nothing writ in Defence 
-of his Cauſe m thispoint; and perhaps being accuſtomed to lean 
upon his Crutch, he would not adventure to go without it : but 
however it was, whether he would not or could not, I ſhall leave 
it wit1 the impartial Reader to jud ge: yetlureIam, his Silence 
wasfo far a Confent to my Afſertion, that all unbyaſſed Hearers 
could do no lefs then conclude, He wanted a Reply thereunto. 

And his Charge that Zuakers are Belly-70ds and Fleſh-ſervers, 
15 a falſe impudent charge, no further cither at the Ditpute, or by 
his Relation of the Diſpute proved, then to ſay, they «re ſe, or 
that the Quakers are what they are not in order to prove them ſo, 
wiichisno proof at all; yet ſo would he prove one falſe Charge 
by another. | The Quakers were cleated from it at the Diſpute, 
and before and fines home were and are clear of .it, and 
J. C. the Lyar, who fallly accuſed, belyed and Nlandered them; 
and our Religion was maintained againſt all his falſe Charges, for 
the clearing whereof 1 did appear by Diſputation, and the Lord 
bleſſed my Undertaking, to him alone be the Praiſe. And for 
the Truth*sfake, an4 right information of the ITN 
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1 do appear again in the Examination of J. C's Relation of the 
Diſpuse, and ſhall leave the event ts the Locd. 

Further, 1.C. faith, paz. 19. Solomon Eccles, an andaciow 
Quaker, a day or twe after the Diſpute, ſent we a bold Challenga 
by Authority from Ged, ts Faſt with hum five Dayes and five Nigh 7, 
wither Mear, Drink and Sleep, Ce. but the Quakers have no 
ether Way to evade my Arguments being rationally and unanſwerably 
proved ts be ſuch as Paul deſcives, Rom. 16.17. makzng their Belly 
their God, deviſed this Shift for a cover of their Nakedneſs ard 
Hyper ifie —— if people will ventura their Souls #ith ſuch Cheats and 
Impoſtors let them. 

Rep. That Solomon Eceles Cid challenge I. C. (who had charg- 
ed the Quakers with making their Belly therr God, and aſſertec), 
that their Belly was their God) to Faft with him five Dayes and 
five Nights, net te cat, nor to dzink, nor to leep till the five 
Dayes and Nights were faithfully performed befose the Lord,for 
a Tryal of J. C's Faith, viz. whether his Faith was in God 
and Chriſt, yea or nay; and whether . C's Gol, whoſe Work 
he had done incharging the Lakers to be Belly-gods, Gc. or the 
Lrakers God was the true God; and whether of them wa: a 
Member of the true Church. I having ſcena Copy of a Paper of 
Solomon Fecles to this effect,do believe it is true; and I am pertwa- 
ded that S. Z..did not give forth this Challenge as « vain Scribe, 
but as one having authorsty ;, and thar the God of Heaven (it 
J. C. had accepted of the Challenge, and come upon Tryal with 
him) weuld have ſtrengthned him to have performed it faithfully 
before the Lord, to the manifeſting of F.C. to be a Lyar, . his 
Charge againſt the Qukers to be utterly falſe, and the Lakers 
God to be the erae God; that as by Diſputation God appeared 
with us to clearus fxom this, and thexeſt of ]. C's wicked char- 

es againſt us, and manifeſted J. C. to be a Lyar, &c. ſo by 
the Tryal of 7.C's Belley, Ged would have appeared on our 
fide for to have made F. C. further manifeft to be a Lyar, ©&c. 
and if F.C. refuſed to twuſt his God with his Belly; this is not 
a true Character that his Faith is in the true God and Chrift; and 
if his Faith be not in the true God and Chriſt, he is no Mcmber of 
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But J.C. in refufing to Faſt with S.E. for the Tryal of his 
Faith, and of his God, hath come behind the Proghets of Bagel, 
who embvaccd the Offer that El5jab the Prephet of the Lord 
made, and came upon the Tryal of their God, 1 Kings 18. 21,c. 

But if F.C. did believe that S.E. had no Authority from Gud 
eoncerging that matter, why then did not he prove S. F. and ma- 
nifeſt him upon Tryal? That fure was too hard a Way for F.C. 
to go, becauſe his Crutch, 4sz. his Notes, would have done him 
little ſervice in that Exerciſe : and may I not conclude that I.C”s 
Faith failed him in that way of Tryal ? 

But yet 7. C. would lay all at the Q#«kers Door, as that they 
deviſed this fer a Cover of their Nakedneſt and Hypocriſie, having 
(as he faith) mo ether way to evade by Arguments, being rationelly 
exd unanſwerably proved to be ſneb «as Paul deſcribes, wthing thesy 
Bellytheir God. To which Ifay, 7. C's Difingenuity doth much 
appear inthis matter : Truth needs no deviſed Shitts for a Cover ; 
it can appear with open face : The Quakers (as 1 laid before) 
merecleared fromthis wicked Charge, and 1.C's Nakedneſs was 
laid open, and his Hypocrifie made manifeſt at the Diſpute, as 
hereafter I ſhall make appear. But isnot this a deviſed Shift of 
1.C's, to cover his Nakedacſs and Hypocriſie withal, who was 
proved a Lyar and a Deceiver at the Diſpute? yet would he 
perſwade his Reader, That becauſe 4 Quaker challenged to. Faſt 
with him (for the Tryal of his Faith, and of his Ged, that it 
might appear by Faſting, &c, (as well a5 that it had been made 
manifeſt by Words (vsz. by Diſputation (that the Quakers did 
not make their Beſtey their God, but were clear of 7. C's wicked 
Charge, and he made manifeſt, &c.) therefore ag4inft the Qua- 
kers 5t was ratiowally and mnanſwerably proved at the Diſpute 
(faith /.C.) thet they, wake their Belly ther God, If I.C. hath 
_ devi'ed this fora Cover for himſelf, it is too narrow; for there 
are ſome Hundreds not called Qzekers, who were at the Diſpute, 

who notwithftanding this Covering, will ſee his Nakedneſs. Bur 
go doubt 1.C. would have all to believe,that the Qxakers were un- 
axſwrcrably proved to be fuch as make their Belley thejr God 
which is both a groſs Lye and wickedSlander; yet our of hisStu- 
&y 1.C. bath thus founded and publiſhed it to the Wozld. on 
wat 
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what will that Man ſtick toſay, who links his Heart with Samn ? 
fer in pag. 158. of his Sermons of Hypecrifie 1.C. faith, It « 
wHch eaſier to confits & Quaker, then to confute SATAN and 
MY OWN HEART. Hathnot IC. linked his own Heart 
with Satan? ſure ſuch who have Eyes to ſec with, may fee him, 
if wiltully they do not ſhut their Eyes vather then they will ſee 
him; andſucha.co fee him, and yet will follow ſuch a Hypocrite 
(1 fhall forbear to call him Cheat and Impoſtor, how deſerving 
ſoever he may be thereof, though he hath called us Cheats ang 
I mpoſtors very untgelervedly) and verture their Souls with him, 
and believe his Lyes, Slanders and impious Charges againſt the 
People of God called Qakers rather then the Truth; 1 thal 
 notlay as /.C. Goth, /er ther; but carneſtly defire that they may 
returc, repent and live, and alſo walk in the Light; which it 
they do, Peace will be upen them ; but if they de not, I having 
put Pen to Paper rightly to inform them (though their ſia be 
upon their own Heads) I thall be clear, 

I have hitherto examined what I.C. hath related concerning 
the Proof of his Charges againſt the Quakers, and ſignified how 
many of the feyen Charges in his re-cited paper of Charge he 
afſaycd to prove, which were only two, the other five he makes 
no mention of in his Relation, neither at that time would he aſſay 
the Proof thereof, though he had promiſed to prove every one of 
them: But ke vainly ſuppoſing my Ciarge againft him, viz. That 
he was a Lyar and a Decesver, could not be proved, he was ve- 
ry urgent with me to prove my Charge againſt him, and vyehe-

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Rep. This is a notorious Lye, and he that publiſhed it is a no- 
torious Lyar ; for before I produced either of his Books we had 


diſcourſed ſore Hours,and gone through what I have already ex- 
amined of the Difpute ; in whick no man of Cander can poſſibly 


judge, but that I ſpoke ſomething in defence of the Truth, tt e 
Quakers and their Religion, in order to clear them, and prove 


7.C. a Lyas. ?.C. himfelf, in Contradiftion to kimſelt in his 
Relation confefſeth I aid fomethins, and ſomething of what 
I aid he hath written, which gives himſelf the Lye ; and 
likewiſe ſomething that he faith I ſaid, which I am fure I never 
ſpoke, as I havedeared before; all which was before his Bouks 
were brought forth: and yet he is not aſhamed to ſay, A#rhar 
ever [ had to ſay was from ſome Paſſages in bus Becks. Sure if a 
Catalogue of this mans Eyes and Slanders were taken, I am fa- 
tified trom my own Obtervation of his Books and Papers, 
they would fill up ſome Sheets of Paper, for many pages in iy 
Pamphlets arc ſtuffed with thera. 

I know ]. C. wasgrauch concerned, whilſt I was ſpeaking, in 
leoking up his Notes, and receiving Papers from the Hands of 
ſome one or other of his Abettors; and it was obſerved by many, 
that he took little Notice of wat 1 faid, or replyed little direct- 
ly to it, but diſputed by his Notes; and when tis Notes were 
gone through, he kad dene: yot ure, if he heeded not, he 
could do no lefs then hear that I fpoke iomethins before his Buoks 
were pre/uced, thoughnot anfavonr te his Cauſe; therefore 
I have ground to helieve, that what he heard and took notice of,

Rep. "Tis right F. C. faith in pag. 37. of his Book, entituled, 
Quakeriſmſubverted, 1f this be rrae, that the Light within bytl & 
Quakers owned, prometed and afſertedre be the Lofu of God (and 
by 7.C. no where confuted) which « the Light of wen, Joh. 1 4 

Wit. 
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with which every mn: # enlsghtxed (as J. C. hath aſſerted; page 
21, ofthe ſame Book) be atterly blameliſs, the Quakers are 5n the 
right, and all that he hath written againſt them falls tothe Ground, 
4rd he well confeſs himſelf utterly defeated,and ro have left the Day. 
Andinp. 27,28. ofthefame Book he laith, In every man there is 
ſomething of God, ſomething of Satan, Fl:ſh and Spirit, Eight 
and Darkneſs. Mark Reader, }. C. hath not confuted ous Afſ- 
lertion, That the Life of God « the Light of Aden, &c. but hath 
affirmed, That the Light within is the Light wherewith Jeſus 
Chriſt, the true Light, enlightneth every man that cometh int» 
the World, pag. 21. as aforefaid; which Light (within) hefaith 
is ſomething of God, Spirit, Light. 

New God is a Spirit, Job» 4.24. God is Light, 1 John 1. v. 
Obſerve, he dothnot ſay, ſomething of God's, or that may be 
6alled his; but ſamethitig of God, Light, Spirit, which ſome- 
thifs of God, being Light an4 Spirir, mu it not ne«ds. 
be ſomething of Gods Efence or Being, whole Effence or Be- 
ing is Light, Life and Spirit; for it cannot be the entire 
Fulncſs that is in cvery man; and therefore muſt it pot needs 
be ſomething of the Fulneſe, a Manifeftation of the Spirit, ac- 
cording to the Scriptures,. 1 Cor. 12.7. Cel. 2.9. for in him 
dwcleth allthe Fulneſs of the Godbead bodily, Tohn 1.15. of his 
Fulneſs bave we allrecerved and Grace for Grace. 

But though 7. C. hath aſſerted ſomething of God to be in 
every man, yet before he will grant it to be any thing of God's

But | deny it to be Blaſphemy to ſay that 
ſomething of God's Eſſence is in man; and affirm it to be Bla{- 
phemy to deny any thing of Gud's Eflcace to be in Man (of 
which F.C. is guilty, and yet affirms Gods Eſſence and eſſential 
Preſence to be every where, which is flat Contraditien to him- 
{elf) for God is an infinite Spirit, whoſe Preſence fills Heaven and 
Earth, who is exempted from no place, but is preſent every 
where, therefore in man, his holy Spirit in man, his Eſſence or 
B:inz in man, his Light and Life in man, which 15 holy and blame- 
lels forever, according to Scriptures, 1 Cor. 3.16. Adar. 10.20. 
Famers 1.13. andnever conlented to hin; therefore all zhat ]. C. 
hath writ againft it (v-z. the Lite of God, which is the Light of 
©. men, Feh.1.4. and tic Lakers the Friends of it) by his own 
grant falls to the ground, and he is utterly defeated (and {o was 
at the Diſpute in hanllin 5 this Point) an41 (as he words it) loft the 
Day: yet he is not aſhamed in his Relation to tell v1- Reader,/ had 
nothing to ſay againſt avyof his Arguments there : Heis the lame 
]. C. a Lyar, andene that makes Lyes hit Refuge, and undesy 
Fa!ſhood would hile himſelf; but rhe Hail will ſweep away the 
Kefmge of Lyes, and the Waters will cover the Hiding place, Ia.

J.C. faich inpag.!7. As to my words in ey Prayer-book,, therce 
he would conclude me 4 Hypocrite out of my own /ilouth. 

Rep. Its true, Idid conclude an1 alſo prove J. C. at the D:[- 
pute a Hypocrite out of his own Mouth, 1I ſhall lay down his 
words as ſpoken by him, and publiſhed to the World in his Book 
of Prayer, pag. 141. I am compelled te pray Hypocruically, and 
Diſſemble wit God, and utter Untruths to him that ſearcheth the 
Hearts, and delighteth mot but in upreohe Lips. Theleare ]. C's 
words, word by word; upen which I thus argue, He that faith, 
he prayes Hypocritically, Diffembles with God, and utters Un- 
truths to the Searcher of Hearts, confeſſes higſcelf a Hypecrite, 
a Deceiver and a Lyar; but 7.C. ſanh, he prayes Hypocriti- 
cally, Diſſembles with God, and utters Untraths to the Searcher 
of H:arts, therefore Fob» Cheyney confeſſes hinielf a Hypo- 
crite, 
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— a Decciver anda Lyar; and wat ſo proved out of his own 
outh. 

My Charge againſt him,that he was a Lyar and aDeceiver, wes 
by me at the Diſpute proved to the full,and ſtands over his Head to 
this day; and it ſeems ].C. at thelaft hath cryed Peccavs; it is much 
for ſo hot a Skirmiſher to retract any thing that he hath ſpoken, 
and efpecially to publiſh his Recantation to the World; he tells 
his Reader, If tho/s words were out of hu Book, they ſhould not 

ſober; judging it an incommedious Expreſſion, which he ſhould 
have avoided; and wiſheth, it had ror been ſaid: Yet he queries, 
Whas if theſe words and the Book had not been writ ? 

Rep. Taking it for granted, that by theſe words and his Book 
he is proved a Hypocrite, a Deceiver and a Lyas, yet I fay, be- 
fore this Book was written, he was a Hypocrite, a Deceiver and 
a Lvar, and fol could have proved him if thi.

{ayes he is,or every thing that he ſayes of himſelf to betrue; yet 
ſure when a man faith he is what he is, and ſayes of himſelf what 
is true, we have juſt ground to believe kim, 

]. C. faith, He prayeth Hypoermically, Diſſembles with God, 
«nd mtters Untruths tothe Searcher of Hearts, Ardinpag. 45. 
of the ſame Book, There 5s mwch deteſtable Hypecriſie commuted 
by #4n or” ſolemn Prayer; to God, both in ſecret, in private and tn 
pablick. He faith inpag.13«. I am Diſſratted in Prayer; ] am 
ſeon weary; I come poorly off; my Foes are too hard for me—Why 
go I mourning all the day long, when the Comforter which ſhould re- 
lieve my Soul ws gone from me ? Alto, inpag, 145. Tremble rs have 
wy Luke-warm Prayers abborred by 7od,C> [puedont of his Mouth, 
ard caſt in my Face as Dung. And(cveral moreſuch like Confefli- 
ens to his Hypocriſie, which in his Book of Prayer may be ſeen, 


which for brevity ſake I pals by. 
Now, 
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Now, 1do bclieve, that what J.C. hath confeſſed and ſaid 
'f himſclfis true, that he prayes Hypecrically, Difſembles with 
God, and Lyeth to the Almighty; that there is deteſtable Hype- 
crific (the CharaGterof an Hypocrite) committed by him in his 
Prayers to God; thathe is Diſtracted in Prayer; that the Com- 
torter, which would relieve his Soul, is gone from him; and that 
he may tremble t@ have his Luke-warm Prayers abhorred by God, 
and caſt in hisFace like Dung : and why any impartial man ſhould 
bclicve to the contrary, I ſee no Reaſon: it is a Maxime in Law 
rrounded upon Reaſon, That-a mans Evidence may be believed 4- 
gamſt himſelf, though net for himſelf. Neither doth ].C. himſelf 
rctradt any thing he hath ſaidof his deteftable Hypocrifie, D.ſtra- 
Rion and Luke-warmneſs in Prayer, which are ſigns and tokens 
of an Hypocrite; nor of the Comforter being £ 02e from his 
Soul, which is a deplorable State; yet this ſeems not ſo much 
to be his Trouble, as that he hath not ſa worded the matter, but 
that cyery one who believes what he hath ſaid of kimlelf to be 
true, muſt conclude him a Hypocrite, a Decciver -and a Lyar 
out of his owa Mouth : and though he be all this, and hath both 
confeſſed and publiſhed it to the World, yet he would not be fo 
accounted. 

Further, J. C. after his Recantation, ſaith, 7f R.H. and bs 
Friends wonld but read that Book with the ſame Fhirit that it was 
writ, this had not needed.

C. wiſheth chat ſowe Words bad been left out, and ſome Ex- 
preſſions in his Book had not beey ſaid;, doth He not therefore re- 
pent they were written? and R.H. dchires not to read either 
that Book, or any other, with that confuſed Lying Spirit which 
acted him that writ that Beok, but with the Spirit of God, which 

—tryes and judges all falſe ſpirits: The Lyes, ContradiQions, 
Slagders, Confuſion and Blaſphemy, that is broached in that 
Book, is proof ſufficient that it wasnot written by the inſpirati+ 
onof God; but that a Lying Blaſpheming ſpirit hath entred and 
acted him that writ it, and the Spigit of God in and threugh 
RH. and his Fricads judges the Book, and that ſpirit by whick it 

va 
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was writ, But would net Y.C. if he conkd perfmade RM. 
and his Friends te believe that Book was written by Inſpiration, 
and that he was inſpired by God te write it? if this be the thing 
he aimsat, ke bath evidently manifeſted his Folly, who hath de- 
nied the infinite Spirit of God te bein man; and yet would he 
have us to read his Book with the ſame ſpirit by which it was writ : 
doth he not mean the Spirit of God? if net, then would he not 
have R.H. and his Frieads read his Book with another ſpisit 
then the Spirit of God? and ſo might they be bling and deluded 
like himſelf; and call good evil, and evil good put Light for 
Darkneſs, and Darknets for Light: But if at this he aimed, he 
is like to come off with ſhame. Fox R.H. and his Friends can 
joyn to ne other Spirit but the Spirit ef God, which fearcheth 
all things, even the deep things of God, by which Epirit they 
judge him, and that wicked ſpixit that aRts him, and the works 

of both. 
]. C. in pag.18. concludes, There « ns Prayer made, but there 
s Contradittion between the Heart and the Tongue ——he querics, 
Doſt thou perceive wone? 5f not, thon ars a graceleſs, proud, un« 
humbled Sonl, and altogetk&r 4 Stranger to God, and to right 
Prayer ;, if yea, then there s ſemething of Hypecriſie in thy 
Prayer. | 
Be. No marvail if J.C. bediftrafted in Prayer, for he is di- 
tracted about it, and indeed about the meſt of the things of 
God he meddles with, which are tvs high for him : Doth he 
not conclude him to be a Strangex to God, and ta right Prayer, 
a graccleſs, proud, unhumbled Seul, who prayes without Hy- 
pocrilic, and that not to be right Praycs which hath gat ſome- 
thing of Hypocriſie in it ; or that there is no Prayer made 
wherein the Heart and Tongue perfe&ly go together. This is 
in order to juſtifie his hypocritical Praying, difſembling with 
God, andutter Wntruths to him that ſearcheth the Heart; for 
he ſaith, Par beit from me to ſay there is nothing of corrupt Nature 
within me, defiling my Prayers. What I.C, both before and 
here hathſaid of himfelf, 1 believe; chat his Prayers are defiled, 
and that there is Hypocriſie in them; in this 1.C. and R.H. 
- both agree: but that right _ isnot without Hypocriſie, =_ 
Lat 
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that he is a Stranger to God and rieke Prayer ,w\:0 ptayes witt.out 
Hypocriſie, or that he is a- gracelefs proud Soul who feels nv 
contradiftion b:tween his Heart and his Tongue, hut his Heart 
perfectly goes along with his Tongue in Prayer, I deny; and al- 
ſert, that right Prayer is without Hypocrifiez and that he that 
prayes Tight, his Hcert and Tongue perfe&tly go toge: her; and 
he is not a proud unhumbled Soul, neither a Stranger to God and 
right Prayer, who perceives no contradiction bet ween his Heart 
and his Tongue. This is ſo evident a Truth, that none who pray 
with the Spirit and with Underſtanding can deny. Fohn Chey- 
gey, though in contradiftion to himſelf, hath largely confeſſed 
hereunto in his Book of Prayer, pag. 76. he faith, The Spirit of 
God commands and moves to Prayer, Pag.7. Alt right Prayer 
wHſt be 17, the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chrift, which « not ſorts be 
aoderfiood, wif the bare neming of Chrift were enough.

Now, if fo, that 
God commands and moves to Prayer by his Spirit, afid that all 
eipht Prayer is in the Name of the Lord Iefus Chrift, as certain 
is; t:cnallright Prayer is without Hypeczifie : For God mo- 
veth not by his Spirit to Hypocriſic, neither is there Hypocriſic 
m the Name of Cheiſt. 

Pap. 17. he ſaith, Who knows how to pray to Cod further then 
Tod reach and enable bim? Pay, 20. We could do nothing wn 
Prayer without the fpecial Helpof God's Spirit. Here agiin J.C. 
#rants, that none knows how to pray to God further then God 
teaches them ; and that nothing can be dohe in Prayer (1 ſuppolc 
be mcans right Praycr) without the ſpecial Help of Gods Spirir. 
Now itis plain, that Ged doth not teach any to pray hypocriti- 
eally, and nothing —_ inright Prayer without the ſpecial 
Help of Ged's Spirit, there can be nothing of Hypocrifte in right 
Prayer ; for right Praycr is performed by the ſpecial Help of 
God's Spirit; and the Spirit of God js not the Author of Hy- 
pocrife. | 

And figce the Spirit of -God commands and moves to Prayer, 


| Es both man's Heart and Tongue therein; it theretoxe 


» dhat thuwugh the ſprga) Figlp of God's Spiritthe Heart 
and 
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and Tongue of man do perſeQtly go togethes in right Prayet; 
otherwiſe the Prayer cannot be Lf to be right, neither accepta- 
ble unto God. 

But fuch as would pray without Gods Spirit, and woul4 
Þave others not to wait for the Motion of it (like T. C. who 
though in his Book of Prayer he hath largely confefſ:d to the 
Spirit of Gad in Prayer, and affirmed, That nothing can be done 
withent the ſpecial belp of God's Spirit in Prater, for the Spi- 
rin of Godcommands and meves te Prayer : yet inhis Sermous of 
Hy: ecriſe, pag. 218. heſaith, Do met tarry till the Spirit moves 
you to Prayer ;, but when you have Trims and Place converient, pro- 
veke your ſelves wnto Prayer) no doubt but ſuch have Hypocrihe - 
in their Prayers, and are ſuch asdraw acar to God with theis 
T anzues, but theix Hearts are far from him, 1ſaiah 29.13. Mat. 
iy. 8. 

ig C. ſtiles himſelf a Gobel-Afinifter, and would by others be 
aceounted a Mimſter of Chrift; yet he counſels people, nt to 
tarry tillthe Spirit woves them to Prayer, Ge. But ſure the like 
Counſel was gever.given by any faithful Miniſter of Chrift; for 
they knew they could not pray as they ought, but by the Spirit 
of God, Rom. $. 26, 27. And ]. C. himſelf ſayes, page 20. 
of his Prayer-Book, Without the ſpecial re of God's Spirit we 
can do no Firitual Work; and right Prayer is {ure a ſpiritual Work 
or Exercite, and therefore not to be performed or done but with 
the Spirit of God. 

Apain, pag 21. he ſaith, Whenthe Spirit of the Lords from 
man, be can do nothing; Prayer ſticks in his mouth like Choak- 
Cheeſe. And yet this pretended Goſpel-Miniſter would put pec- 
ple upon to pray without the Spirit, inſtead of trarrying (aste 
faith ) till the Spirit moves them, they muſt provoke themſelves 
to Prayer. This indeed 4s the Way to make them Hypocrites, 
like himſelf; and if I miſtake him not, he wonld not have peoe 
ple be ſincere and throughout Chriſtians;is it notthen ſame Medi» 
um, that he would brins them to? Read him thy ſelf, and give 
judgment; in his Sermons of Hypoeriſce, pag. 225. he ſaith, / 
had almeſt ſaid, either be Sincere and Throughout Chriftians, or 
keep where you are; but by wy means Do Newher. Doth =o 
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think it would hurt people to be ſincere throughout Chriſtians ? 
*' not, why muſt they by no means be ſo? wou'd he alwayes 

them [carning, and never have them ceme to the Know- 
lodge of the Truth and be ſaved. 1 hey who have Eyes to ſec 
with, may ſee the end of this Miniſtry is to keep people in fin, 
theugh he may in words ſpeak againſt it: For though he hath 
ot hogether Gid, Either be lincerc and throughout Chriſtians, 
or keep where you are; yet he hath poſitively faid, by no weaxs 
De Newther : And ſtace to be fincere and throughout Chriftians 
is the one ſtate, hath he mot ſaid, by no means be faxcere and 
throughout Chriſtians; ſince he hath abſolutely ſaid, by no means 
Do Neither? This I apprehend to be the drift of J. C's Advice, 
that ke would have Chr:fron; te have ſome corrupt Nature in 
them, whilt _ are here, dcfiling their Prayers; and ot to 
be hely, as God hath eommandec, and perfet as the heaveal 
Father is perſe& ; which was the Cernmand of Chriſt, Lev. 
2. & 30.7. Mat .q.48. 1 Per. 1.16. 

Would aot J. C. hare the beft of people, whilſt ta this world, 
to pray hypocritically, difſemble with Ged, and utter Untruths 
i6 him that ſearcheth the Heart ? This he confefſeth to be his 
own ftate; and further adds in the ſame page, But either it wrft 
he ſo inyart, or there will be noprayong 5n this World, And muſt 
there either be hypocrifical prayiag, diſſembling with God, and 
uttering Untruths to the Seaxcher of Hearts, or ne prayinz in 
this World ? God forbid. The Spirit of God prepareth 
the Moraing and Evening Sacrifice, which as ſweet Incenſe 
+ accepted of God, whe hearcth his own Spirig ; the Spi- 

' Fit of God inditeth good matter, net Hypocriſic; it teacketh all 
the Soo of Ged, whoarc led by it, te pray withit, and with 
Underftanding alſo, according to Seripture, 1 Cor. 14. 15. 
Therefore J. C's Unbelicf, as well as Hypocriſie, is hereby 
made manifeſt, who faith, Either ir muſt be ſo in part, or there wilt 
bs mo praying inthis World. 

I do believe it isfo with J.C. wz. he prayes hypocritically, 
&e. and that it will beſo with him and his generation ſo long as

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& ly gives them that thing which is convenient, and feeds tem 
with the Bread of Life, which is their Meat indeed, wherchy 
they are ſtrenthned to perform in all thidzs the Will of God, and 
renews their Love and Obedience to God, the earneſt of whole 
Srit is intheir Hearts, aſſuring them of an in':erifance in thc 
Kingdom of Chriſt; fer the full enjoyment and poſſeſſion of 
which, they daily pray to God in his $pirir to preſerve them, and 
keep them worthy to the end, that they may fully inherit that 
CrownofGlory,which God 10 his appointed time will put upon alb 
tem that fincerely and fully love him. And fo Prayer by the Qua- 
kers Doctrine, and allo by their Practice, is ro God, to be put 
uy an1oftcred inthe Spirit of God, by all that truly fear God; 
and the Rule of that Prayer which God hears and anſwers is Gods 
Spirit; an4 in the Spirit of God, the Rule, all thatpray to God, 
bleſs God, and ſpeak well of bis Name, and exalt God, the Light, 
tie true Light, Lord of all over all, and finds with God Accep- 
tance, andare of God bleyed with cternal Life. 

Neither doth the Light and Spirit of Chrift, wherein the Qu«- 
hers walk, an] by which they areled and taught, lead and teach 
t:e Vnthrito lay, Every man may make as good, if nut abetter 
Buble then this we have; or affirm the Light 11 every man to be part 
of Cod, as a Drop of Water fetcht from the Ocean wu part of t, as 
7.C. fallly accuſeth tkem ; but the Light leads and teaches 
$Juxkerstolay, The Licht in every wan, wherewith Chriſt hath e:- 
lightned aller, u the Life of the Word, the Spirit of God and 
Chriſt, proceeding from God, of God's Eſſence, not divided fron 
God, 4s a Dropof Water may be fromthe Ocean: For the Eſſence 
and Godhead cannot bedivided, but remains indivifible over all, 
through all, and in you all, as faith the Apoſtle. And that every 
man is enlightned with the Light of Chriſt; and that the Light 
of Chriſt incvery man is perfe&t, nothable to mutation or altera- 
tion ; and although every man belighted with the Light of Chriſt, 
which is perfect, vet every man loves not the Light, neither be- 
lieves in the Light ; and becauſe every man hath not Faith in the 
Light, cvery man cannot pleaſe God; tor, without Faith it is 
. impoſſible to pleaſe God; and every unbclieving man, who lo. 
veth his Evil Deeds, hatetk the Light, becauſe it manife&cth bis 
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Evil Deeds; an] he that hateth the Lizht, canncither ſpeak 
nor write by the Inſpiration of God; and he that ſpeaketh or 
writeth, an1 got by the Inſpiration of Gad, can nei her {peak 
ſorth norwrite better, or ſo well as the Prophets and Apoftles of 
Gos and Chrift, who gave forth the Scriptures of Truth as they 
were moved by the Holy G oft. So then every mancannot make 
to 200d, much lck a better Bible then that which we alrcady have. 
Tnis the Qazakers affirm; and ſo F.C's Slanders and Lyes are 
"turned upon his own Head, and he noted for a grols Lyar. 

The Ltght and Spirit of God and Chrift, wherein the Quakers 
walk, and by which they are taught and led, leads and teaches 
them to prattiſe that No&rine maintained by them, and to do 
unte all men as they would all menſheuld do unto them; and to 
love @edanJ Cbrift, whois Light, with a fincere Heart fully, and 
to love their Neighboursas themielves ; and one by one,and every 
one of them Quakers [whe ftedfaftly walk inthe Light and 
S>irit of Godand Chrif} do praftite. that Dorine maintained 
by them, and ſhewitforth in Life awd Converſation as well as 
Word ; and yet are clear (&nd inthe Light cver ſhall be clear) 
of 7. C's wicked Slander, viz. Thatsf the Quakers ſhoxld pra- 
Hiſe their own Doftrine, they wonld paſs all that ever have been be- 
fore them in Wickedneſs. And inthe Light (which hath manifeſt- 
ed, and yet will further manifeſt F.C. and all ſuch lurking Hy- 
pecrites) the Qaakers ſhall ſhine forth in Decrine and Prattice, 
to the Praife and Glory of God, who is in them, and over Hea- 
ven and Earth, bleficd foreycr. 


Again, J.C. in pag. 14. faith, Swpernataral Verities and My- 
fteries are punttwally ſet down in the Scripture, and ne whereelſec;, 
and thavthere is nothing withim us 07 without us that d#th or can maky 
rreawn to 14 ſuch ſuperxetural Veritics without the Scriptures, ana 
what & dervved from them. 

' Rep. To fay, that ſuperaatura] Verities and Myfterics are 
punually ſet dawn in Scripture, and no whege elle, is con- 
trary to the Scriptures ; for Ged rath put his Law in his Peoples 
Inward Parts, and writ it in tacir Hearts, according to his Pre- 
wile, Fer. 31.33- Supernatyral Veritics are Written wor the 
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Table of man's Heart, <m 3-3- And the Myſtery of Faith 
is held ina pure Conſcience, 1 Tim. 3.9. And wiatfocycr is to 
to be known of God, is manifeſt in man, Few. 1.19, $5 was 
beforc the Scriptures were written, and aſter pzrt of the Scrip- 
tures were written, yet unknown, Rem.2.14, 5. Forw!icn 
the Gentsles, which have not the Law, do by Nature the things 
contained inthe Law, theſe having not the Law, are a Law unto 
themſelves, which ſhews the Work of the Law written in ther 
Hearts. Now the Gentiles, whe had not the Law, doing the 
things contained in the Law, doth hold forth and prove, thar they 
knew ſomething of God manifeſt intrem; and plainly ſhew forth 
the Works of the Law writtenin theis Hearts. And fo then it 
is clear, that ſupernatural Verities are punctually fet down elle- 
where then in the Scriptures, and that the Myſtery of Faith is 
held in a pure Conſcience. But J.C. afhrms, without any li- 
mitation, that ſupernatural Verities and Myfteries are pun&ual- 
ly ſet down in the Scriptures [and no where elſe? and this is falſe 
Dottrine: And yet F.C. hath in another place contradiced it, 
and given himlelf the Lye; for in pag. 8. of his Skirmiſh, be 
ſpeaks of Precepts contained in Nature ;, and elfe-where in his 
Books, of the Law of God being writ in mans Hearts (which is 
lomewhere c'ſe beſides the Scriptures.) But Contradittions, Lyes 
and falſe Dottrie are fo frequent inhis Books, and the ſtrength 
and ſubſtance ef them anſwer'd and laid open in feveral Books late- 
ly printed, inanſiwer to ſeven of his confuſed ſelf-contraditory 
and blaſphemous Pamphlets, this cuts my Work the ſhorter 
to the ſaid Anſwers; I refer the Reader for further ſatisfaCtion, to 
one entituled, The Life of God,which is be Logbt and Salvation of 
Aden, Exalted; another,Shirmiſher defeatred;, and ſhall yed further 
reply to the remaining part of this Poſition, which is as folleweth.

Therefore J.C. denies God, whe «« Ownipreſeut, to be Omni- 
petent, and s 4 Blaſphemer.

Kep. Hypocrites formerly had high Conceits ef themlclyes, 
L#'z 18.verſ.g,to 13. of w:olc generation this F.C. both by 
Ditputation and Writing hath been and is manifeſted to he one ; 
and his Fruits plainly her of what {pirithe is: For in his Prayer- 
Book, in pag. 139, 141, 143, 145+ he laith, Tremble to have
